It  is  my  privilege  to^  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state 
of  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  I964. 

In  the  vital  statistics  we  find  a continuing  rise  in  the 
population  which  is  associated  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
twent3d:hree  compared  with  a County  figure  of  ’C-iixteenc 

Once  again  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  absence  of  deaths 
due  to  any  cf  the  commoner  infectious  diseases  and  to  maternity. 

As  previously,  the  majority-  of  the  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculcsi 
are  due  to  transfers  into  the  area. 

In  the  fortunate  absence  of  such  diseases  as  diphtheria  and 
ooliomyelitis  it  becomes  essential  for  all  children  to  receive  their 
protection  by  immunisation  as  soon  as  they  reach  the  age  of  three 
months  if  this  state  of  affairs  is  to  be  maintained.  There  are  many 
in  the  twenty  - forty  years  age  group  who  have  never  accepted  the 
oral  polio  vaccine,  and  it  is  very  desirable  tha.t  they  should,  and 
■especially  with  the  amount  of  travel  which  is  now  custom8.ry  to  the 
Continent, 


With  the  increasing  uamber  of  births  which  take  place 
every  year  and  the  high  rate  of  maternity  hospital  confinements  the 
close  association  between  the  work  of  the  District  Midwives  and  the 
Frimley  Hospital  is  especially  to  bo  encouraged.  This  means  that 
with  the  same  number  of  malernitj  beds  a selected  proportion  of  cases 
must  be  discharged  at  an  earlier  do.te  -which  is  essential  if  tho  best 
use  is  to  be  made  of  available  hospital  beds. 

I vrould  like  to  thank  Dr-  Cook  of  the  Guildford  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  his  help  on  all  occasions  in  routine  and  more 
specialised  bacteriological  examinations,- 

In  conclusion  may  I thank  the  Council,  the  Clerk  and  Chief 
Officers  for  their  help  and  consioeration  on  all  health  problems  and 
'the  general  practitioners  for  their  co-operation  at  all  tim.es.

The  above  Male  Nurse  was  appointed  to  cover  the  Nursing  of  I4ale 
Patients,  particularly  the  heavy  cases  which  require  extra  attention  and 
lifting,  within  the  area. 

Home  Help  Service. 

The  ’Neighbourly'  Home  Hein  Scheme  continued  to  expand  during  the 
year  and  undoubtedly  proved  to  be  of  much  assistance  to  all  concerned  and 
in  some  measure  relieved  the  demand  for  the  ordinary  Home  Helps. 

In  an  endeavour  to  deal  more  adequately  with  the  problem  of 
sub-standard  premises,  and  \/here  conditions  had  fallen  below  the  normal 
standard  of  hygiene,  the  County  Council  introduced  a system  for  making 
extra  payments  initially  to  Home  Helps  to  clear  up  the  premises  and  an  ■ 
additional  plus  rate  where  there  was  a continuing  need  to  bring  the 
premises  up  to  a reasonable  standard. 


CLINICS  AND  OTHER  TREATMEOT  CENTRES. 
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Hospital  Services. 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  in  the  hospital  services 
provided  by  the  Fornham  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  during  the 
year . 


The  District  is  represented  on  the  Group  i'-knagement  Committee 
by  i'ir.  i.  C,  Beer,  (Chairman), 

Northfield  Hospital,  Aldershot,  (Telephone  No.  Aldershot  21365) 
is  responsible  for  admitting  the  majority  of  the  infectious  diseases 
in  the  district. 

It  would  seem  that  about  80  per  cent  of  mothers  are  admitted 
for  confinements  in  hospitals  or  institutions,  the  majority  from 
civilian  families  attending  Frimley  Hospital  or  St,  Lukes  Hospital, 
Guildford,  The  Louise  I'iargaret  Hospital,  Aldershot,  admits  many 
mothers  from  military  families  and  has  been  helpful  indeed  in  providing 
also  for  admissions  from  many  civilian  families  from  this  District  as 
from  elsewhere.

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Measles. 


487  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  and,  as 
customary,  this  disease  pursues  its  bi'-anni^al  characteristic  of 
periodicity.  No  deaths  occurred „ 

Scarlet  Fever. 

6 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever-  were  notified  during  the  year.  It  is 
nowadays  exceptional  for  these  cases  to  be  admitted  to  Hospital,  as 
apart  from  the  general  mildness  of  the  infection,  antibiotics  and 
penicillin  continue  to  be  an  effective  form  of  treatment. 

Dysentery. 


18  cases  of  suspected  Dy;;entery  were  notified  and  the  diagnosis 
of  Sonne  was  confirmed  in  14|  unfortunately  this  infection  is  now 
resistant  to  treatment  by  chemotherapy  in  general. 

Food  Poisoning. 

8 cases  of  Food  Poisoning  irere  notified  during  the  year.  In 
one  case  Salmonella  Reading  was  isolated,  in  four  cases  Salmonella 
Typhi-raurium  and  in  another  Staph,  Aureus,  Two  cases  were  not  confirmed. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 


942  children  were  imunised  and  1221  re-immunised  against 
Diphtheria  during  the  year^

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 


As  a routine  measure  fourth  doses  of  vaccine  are  offered  to 
children  at  about  five  years  of  age,  and  to  certain  priority  groups. 
The  General  Practitioners  also  continued  to  carry  out  a number  of 
vaccinations  in  their  own  Surgeries,

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B.G.G,  Vaccination,-. 


Children  over  thirteen  years  of  age  are  offered  this  type  of 
vaccination  against  Taberculosis  as  a routine  eac-n  year  and  those  who 
have  not  accepted  this  before^  are  afforded  the  opportunity  one  again 
before  leaving  schoolo  Students  attending  Universities,  Teacher 
Training  Colleges  and  other  E'^-tabli^iiments  of  F’urther  Education  are  aleo 
included  in  this  scheme.  If  circurusta.nces  warrant  it,  children  who 
have  reached  ten  years  can  also  nox,:  be  vaccinated.  The  fdantoiix  test  is 
used  to  indicate  whether  the  child  is  susceptible  to  Tuberculosis  and 
if  so  B.C,G,  vaccination  is  carried  out.  About  74  per  cant  of  parents 
consented  and  after  the  preliminary  skin  testing  was  completed  it  x^as 
found  that  95  per  cent  of  children  -.ere  Mantoux  negative  and  therefore 
in  need  of  vaccination, 

I'-lass  Radiography  Service . 

The  Unit  visited  C^mberley  weekly  as  before  for  the  General 
Practitioners  Service  during  1964  and  562  males  and  543  females  were 
X-rayed  s 3 females  were  found  to  hax^e  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  14 
males  and  1 female  were  found  to  have  Lung  Cancer. 

In  addition,  2,132  persons  of  both  sexes  attended  special 
session  xdiich  were  held  for  factories  and  members  of  the  general  public 
duxing  the  year  from  which  2 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
discovered. 

Smallpox  Vaccination. 

This  is  generally  recommended  to  be  given  after  the  ago  of 

one  year. 

During  the  year  224  persons,  mainly  children  were  vaccinated 
and  31  re-vaccinations vere  given. 


Scabies. 


Clinics  continued  to  be  held  as  required  at  uhe  Surrey  County 
Council  Welfare  Centre,  The  Poplars,  Frimley  P.oad,  Camber  ley. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  Blue  Pool,  Camberley,  continues  to  function  as  a large 
private  swimriiing  pool  serving  the  aiea  and  much  of  its  surrounding 
districts.  It  has  a capacity  of  250,006  gallons  with  a turnover  period 
of  approximately  9 hours.  Continuous  filtration  and  chlorination 
processes  are  maintained. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  in  cases  of  iion-notif iable  disease  may  be  carried 
out  on  request,  and  the  cost  re-charged.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HSi-LTH  ETSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  W-R  1964. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council. 

lb  dam,  Chairman,  Mrs,  Burge  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  reTX)rt  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  during  the  year  1964»  The  day-to-dajr  functions  performed  in 
the  environmental  field  of  public  health  ore  referred  to  more  fully  in 
the  accompanying  pages,  nevertheless,  a report  of  this  character  would  be 
incomplete  without  reference  to  certain  aspects  of  work  on  vrfiich  particular 
attention  has  been  focussed  during  the  period  under  review. 

In  the  field  of  new  legislation-  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railx^/ay 
Premises  Act  augmented  the  Statutes  and  became  operative  in  I964,  ’An 
Act  to  rao.ke  fresh  provision  for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare 
of  parsons  employed  to  work  in  office  or  shop  premises  and  provision  for 
securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in 
certain  railway  premises' j etc.  The  responsibility  for  the  administration 
of  this  important  Act  was  rested  in  the  Department,  but  due  to  overburden 
of  existing  duties  implementation  had  to  be  restricted  to  the  preliminary 
work  referred  to  le.ter  on  in  this  report,  and  whilst  the  Council  had 
authorised  the  appointment  of  an  additional  officer  to  assist  in  this  work 
the  vacancy  remained  unfilled  at  the  end  of  December,  I964. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  methods  and  practice  of  food 
handling  by  all  personnel  engaged  in  the  food  industry  which,  in  turn, 
contributes  substantially  to  the  safety  of  our  food  supnlies.  Nevertheless, 
the  country  suffered  a severe  shock  as  a result  of  the  'Aberdeen  Crisis' 
which  gave  rise  to  great  concern  and  public  alarm.  Although  geographically 
Camberley  and  district  is  remote  from  the  North,  no  district  in  the  country 
could  be  regarded  under  such  circumstances  as  immune  to  the  risk  of 
infection.  With  the  ready  co-operation  of  all  distributors  and  retailers 
of  food  in  the  Frimley  and  Camberley  area  the  department  was  able  to  examine 
and  segregate  suspected  consignments  of  canned  meat  for  retention,  and 
happily  the  investigation  ws-S  concluded  without  incident. 

This  outbreak  serves  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  continued 
vigilance  in  a.  11  ma.tters  concerning  Food  Hygiene  and  Food  8c  Drugs 
administration.  In  association  with  this  work  the  Department  maintains 
the  close  liaison  with  Dr,  G,  T,  Cook  of  the  Medical  Research  Council, 
whose  advice  on  all  mo-tters  pertaining  to  the  examination  of  bacteriological 
specimens  is  gratefully  aclmowledged. 

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  the  appointment  by  the  Council  of 
'Organisation  and  Method'  Consultants  who  were  engaged  for  several  months 
examining  the  administration  and  operational  functions  of  each  Department. 
The  final  report  was  not  received  until  after  the  Council  had  considered 
the  Annual  estima.tes  and,  in  consequence,  schemes  which  had  been  in 
abeyance  until  receipt  of  the  Consultants'  recor.imendations  were  of  necessity 
still  further  deferred. 
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The  principal  recoimnendations  affecting  this  Department  related 
to  the  provision  of  a pulverisation  and  composting  plant  to  deal  with 
refuse  disposal,  but  having  regard  to  the  probable  high  cost  involved  the 
proposal  was  not  accepted  by  the  Council  for  current  implementation. 

Further,  no  other  changes  in  the  service  were  made  and  the  Council's 
former  decision  to  proceed  with  new  depot  facilities  at  the  Watchmoor  Road 
area  remains  a matter  of  great  urgonej''.  The  Crabtree  Road  Depot  has 
continued  in  use  but  is  the  cause  of  much  anxiety  duo  to  shortage  of  space, 
and  the  necessity  to  continue  ’ ovartipoing ' mth  all  its  disadvantages. 
Industrial  wa.ste  is  being  resolutely  restricted  and  in  certain  cases, 
completely  inacceptable  owing  to  lack  of  depth  for  the  character  of  material 
involved,  in  an  endeavour  to  maintain  space  for  the  town’s  refuse  which 
must  be  accepted  on  this  site  until  the  Watchmoor  site  is  made  operational. 
Regardless  of  the  money  difficulties  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the 
regularity  of  the  refuse  collecting  service  has  been  maintained,  embracing 
all  nOw  development  in  the  District, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I acknowledge  the  support  of  the  other 
Chief  Officers  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.  This  valuable 
support  also  provides  for  the  close  co-ordiuation  of  work  between 
Departments,  Whilst  fully  appreciating  the  present  need  to  improve  office 
accommodation  on  a short  term  basis  which  motivated  the  Council’s  decision, 
it  wa.s  nevertheless  \d.th  some  misgiving,  because  of  the  value  of  such 
co-operation,  that  I viewed  the  removal  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
to  other  premises  in  the  town  early  in  1965.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Source. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by  the 
Itld-J'^eseex  Water  Gompany. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  and  boreholes  in  the 
chalk,  from  a varying  number  of  the  Gompany’ s sources,  as  circumstances 
demand,  which  are  located  along  or  near  the  southern  and  northern  chalk 
outcrops  remote  from  the  Urban  District  and  also  from  the  Bagshot  sands 
at  Frimley  Green,  The  chalk  derived  waters  vary  in  hardness  from  17  to 
25  grains  per  gallon  in  the  natural  state  and  these  supplies  are 
softened  at  source,  either  by  the  lime  or  base  exchange  process,  to 
comply  with  the  Statutory?-  Limitation  of  12  grains/gallon.  The  Bagshot 
Sand  water  has  a natural  hardness  of  only  5.5  grains  per  gallon.  The 
supply  is  laid  on  constantly  to  the  Urban  District  and  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of  water  in  any  W8.y. 

Purity. 


In  addition  to  routine  examination  in  the  Gompa.ny'  s own 
laboratory,  typical  results  of  which  I published  in  detail  in  my  report 
for  1963,  samples  are  submitted  independently  to  the  Public  Analyst  and 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 

The  following  comment  was  made  by  the  Public  Analyst  and  is 
t37pical  of  the  comment  generally  received  from  him: 

’This  water  is  attractive  in  appearance,  of  excellent  organic 
purity  and  it  is  free  from  contaminating  metals.  The 
hardness,  which  is  all  temoorary,  is  moderate  and  there  is 
a slight  alkalinity  due  to  sodium  bicarbonate. 

As  judged  by  the  chemical  examination  only,  the  wa.ter  is  pure 
and  wholesome  and  fit  for  general  domestic  use.’ 

Frequent  bacteriological  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  all  proved  satisfactory. 

Availability  of  Supplies. 


-•With .the  exception  of  caravans  supolied  from  standpipes,  there 
is  no  property  known  to  the  Department  without  a direct  supply  of  piped 
water. 


PUBLIG  GLEANSING  AND  RAW  MfiTBRIAL  REGOVSRY. 

The  report  of  the  Organisation  and  Methods  Gonsultants  published 
during  the  year  included  a full  review  of  this  service.  Although  a number 
of  changes  were  advocated  (not  all  of  which  were  implem.ented ) , the  general 
comments  included  the  following  observation; 

’We  are  satisfied  that,  in  the  main,  the  ratepayers  have  little, 
if  any,  cause  for  complaint  in  the  service  they  receive,’ 

The  cost  of  the  service  is  kept  under  careful  review  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that,  whilst  expenditure  has  inevitably  risen,  the 
rate  call  in  the  pound  for  this  service  has  remained  res'-onably  constant 
for  some  years  during  Xiiiich  time  the  total  rate  demand  has  shovm  a 
substantial  increase. 
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Refuse  Collection. 

Once  again  I have  to  report  a consistent  increase  in  the  calls  on 
the  service  due  to  the  continuing  expansion  of  the  nmber  of  dvellings  and 
commercial  premises.  It  is  therefore  satisfying  to  be  able  to  report  that 
a weekly  service  was  maintained  with  the  exception  of  one  week  only 
immediately  following  the  Christmas  period  and  even  on  this  occasion  the 
back-log  of  work  was  fully  recovered  in  the  following  week. 

Such  results  can  be  achieved  in  areas  such  as  Friraley  and  Csmberley 
only  if  a realistic  approach  is  maintained  to  the  manpower  problem  in  the 
face  of  competition  from  a variety  of  less  onerous  t3rpes  of  employment 
performed  under  far  more  congenial  conditions.  In  this  resoect  the  Council 
continued  to  give  wholehearted  support  to  the  incentive  bonus  scheme  without 
which  the  vastly  improved  service  would  not  have  materialised.  The  policy 
of  vehicle  modernisation  was  continued  during  the  year;  two  new  ’Pakamatic* 
freighters  being  brought  into  service,  one  in  January  and  the  second  in 
October,  both  being  replacements  for  obsolescent  vehicles. 

Refuse  Disposal, 


The  difficulties  involved  in  disposal  of  an  increasing  volume  of 
refuse  became  even  more  anparent  during  the  year  due  to  the  shortage  of 
available  tipping  space.  An  alternative  site  had  already  been  acquired  but 
was  unlikely  to  become  available  until  1966  pending  completion  of 
accommodation  road  works,  fencing  and  provision  of  depot  facilities.  The 
development  of  industry  and  consequent  arisings  of  trade  waste  aggravated 
the  oroblem  and  it  vja.s  impracticable  to  provide  a complete  disposal  service 
for  some  industrial  wastes  which  do  not  lend  themselves  to  orthodox 
controlled  tipping  particularly  at  shallow  levels  which  cannot  be  avoided 
in  present  circumstances. 

Forv/ard  planning  of  new  disposal  facilities  had  been  largely  in 
abeyance  pending  the  receipt  of  the  observations  of  the  0 & M Consultants 
which  were  published  early  in  the  year.  An  ambitious  scheme  for 
pulverisation  and  composting  was  recommended  but  considered  premature  for 
implements t ion.  The  processing  of  crude  refuse,  particularly  pulverisation, 
is  likely  to  play  an  increasing  role  in  refuse  disposal  but  it  must  be 
remembered  that  such  processes  still  leave  an  end  product  both  in  the  form 
of  treated  refuse  and  crude  material  which  is  incapable  of  processing. 

There  is  little  evidence  yet  available  that  there  is  any  aporeciable  market 
for  composted  refuse  and  it  therefore  behoves  smaller  authorities  to  aporoach 
these  issued  with  some  caution  whilst  alternative  facilities  can  be  made 
available. 


A ’ Trackmar shall*  refuse  control  dozer  and  a 'Chaseside*  Loadmaster 
shovel  continued  to  provide  mechanised  assistance  in  tipping  operations. 

Raw  Material  Recoveiu’-. 

The  year  proved  an  unspectacular  one  from  this  standpoint  and  the 
income  fell  nominally  short  of  the  estimated  £5,500*

.'’^11  samples  were  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  the  one  Grade  T\f 
result.  This  wss  a ’soft  mix'  type  of  product  and  detailed  examination  of  the 
cause  of  failure  revealed  a need  for  improved  technique  at  the  retailer’s 
premises.  Subsequent  samples  from  this  source  proved  satisfactory, 

FOOD  I-IYGIEInTS  REGUUTIOMS.  I960. 

A considerable  amoimt  of  time  was  taken  up  with  this  work  and  I have 
pleasure  once  again  in  acknov/ledging  the  close  co-operation  of  a large  majority 
of  food  traders  and  their  staffs.  Ton  informal  notices  were  necessary  in 
respect  of  contraventions  But  formal  action  was  not  needed  in  any  of  these 
instances. 

In  addition  to  routine  work,  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak  involved 
the  Department  (in  common  vrith  all  other  public  health  departments)  in  a 
considerable  volume  of  precautionary  irork  in  checking  stocks  of  tinned  meat. 

The  inspection  of  club  premises  in  conjunction  with  applications  for 
licences  under  the  Licensing  Act,  1961  continued  and  compliance  in  full  vritli 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  required  in  every  case.  No  difficulty  v;as 
experienced  in  achieving  such  standards  as  the  officers  and  committees  of  clubs 
are  invariably  found  to  co-operate, 

FOOD  STANDARDS. 

Detailed  consideration  wa.s  given  to  the  following  matters  under 
consideration  by  the  Foods  Standards  Committee  during  the  j^carj 

(i)  Prohibiting  the  use  of  certain  chemicals  in  connection  with 
raw  or  unprocessed  meat, 

(ii)  Leaching  of  chemica.ls  from  packaging  materials  to  food, 

(iii)  Canned  meat  and  meat  pies. 

Very  comprehensive  reports  are  available  to  the  Council  from  the 
Public  Analyst  and  observations  are  submitted  after  consideration  of  such 
reports. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1955. 

A schedule  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  /nalyst  is  given  in  a 
ta.ble  later  in  this  report. 

In  addition  to  these  samnles  a number  of  customer  complaints  were 
received  and  investigated  with  the  assistance  of  the  Public  Analyst  i^iiere 
necessary.  Although  not  always  resulting  in  court  proceedings,  these 
complaints  provide  useful  as  'istance  to  the  Department  in  investigating 
production  processes,  method  of  stock  control  etc.,  and  often  result  in 
improvements  at  some  stage  of  production  or  distribution. 

Legal  nroceedings  were  Instituted  .in  one  instance  against  a retauler 
for  an  offence  under  Section  two  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  a wraoped  loaf  of 
bread.  The  defendant  pursuant  to  Section  113  of  the  Act  took  stops  to  bring 
before  the  Court  the  producers  of  the  bread.  The  latter  were  found  guilty 
and  fined  five  pounds.  The  original  defendant  was  acquitted  and  awarded 
costs.

Watercourses,  ditches  and  ponds  in.  the  District  where  mosquitos 
are  knovm  to  be  breeding  were  treated  during  the  season. 

HOUSE  LONGHORI'I  BEETLE. 


The  advisor5^  service  operated  for  a number  of  years  continued  and 
78  primary  surveys  were  carried  out  of  which  31  were  in  connection  with 
Council  mortgages.  Nominal  ,fee.s  of  £35.l4--9*  were  charged  in  other  instances. 

The  Organisation  and  Methods  Consultants  recommended  an  increase 
in  the  fees  charged  but  after  careful  consideration  the  Council  resolved 
to  continue  to  operate  the  service  at  low  cost  in  the  interests  of  the 
residents  and  as  a long  term  contribution  towards  eradication  of  this 
infestation. 

No  remedial  work  of  eradication  is  carried  out  by  the  Department, 
but  advice  on  methods  of  treatment  and  the  employment  of  specialist 
contractors  is  free.ly  available  to  owners  of  properties  and  their 
professional  representatives. 

Liaison  \rjas  maintained  with  the  Forest  Products  Research  Laboratory 
of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.  The  Council 
approved  a request  by  the  DSIR  for  my  Department  to  co-operate  in  a long 
term  international  experiment  to  determine  the  life  cycle  of  hylotrupes  in 
relation  to  temperature  and  humidity  conditions  in  various  European 
countries. 

atmospheric  POLLUTION. 

Clean  Ajr  xict.  1956. 

Twelve  notifications  were  received  of  intention  to  instal  boilers 
to  which  Section  1 of  the  Act  applied. 

Smoke  Prevention  Byelaw. 

Again  no  difficulty  was  reported,  in  compliance  with  the  By'-elaw 
made  under  Section  24  of  the  Act. 

Smoko  Control  Areas. 

No  action  to  establish  smoke  control  areas  was  taken  during  the 
year.  Circular  69/63  was  issued  by  the  Ministry?’  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  late  in  1963  was  considered  early  in  the  year  in  the  light  of 
the  likelihood  of  open  grate  gas  coke  being  leas  freely  available.  No 
■local  problem  was  reported  to  the  Department  under  this  hea.ding  but  I have 
no  reliable  moans  of  assessing  what.^the  situation  might  have  been  had 
smoke  control  areas  been  in  operation. 
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Industrjg.l  Pollution. 


Complaints  of  atmospheric  pollution  were  received  from  a number 
of  residents  on  a housing  estate  alleging  pollution  from  a nearby  factory 
chimney.  This  matter  was  invest igc ted  in  detail  in  consultation  with  the 
Council’s  Consultants  (Notional  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service)  and 
recommendations  made  to  the  Company.  Full  co-operation  was  received  from 
the  Compa.ny’s  directors  and  forma.l  proceedings  were  not  necessary. 

Pollution  Research. 


Two  meetings  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Co-operating  Bodies 
were  attended  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  myself. 

The  Annual  Conference  and  Exhibition  of  the  National  Society  for 
Clean  Air  was  attended  by  my  Deputy. 

PUBLIC  COITVENIBNCES. 

No  additional  conveniences  were  provided  during  the  year  but 
proposals  were  approved  for  new  facilities  at  the  Old  Dean  Estate  shopping 
precinct  and  at  Frimley  Green,  the  latter  to  be  in  substitution  for  an 
arrangement  v;ith  a Brewery  Company  for  male  accoiranodation  on  licensed 
promises  to  be  available  to  the  general  public. 

In  addition  ao’oroval  was  given  for  the  installation  of  hot  and  cold 
water  hand  washing  equipment  in  the  two  conveniences  not  already  providing 
such  facilities. 

Conveniences  continued  to  be  maintained  at  the  following: 

London  Pioad  Recreation  Ground,  Gamberley, 

Car  Park,  Obelisk  Street,  Camberley, 

London  Road/Frimley  Road  Junction,  Camberley. 

Church  Road,  Frimley, 

Deepcut  Bridge  Road,  Blackdown, 

As  I have  had  to  report  on  many  previous  occasions,  the  first 
named  accommodation  continued  to  be  used  extensively  by  trunk  road  users 
on  the  A 30,  a function  for  which  it  was  not  designed  and  is  totally 
inadequate,  Wiih  the  enormous  increase  in  vehicular  traffic  on  main  roads, 
it  seems  inevitable  that  such  unsatisfactory  conditions  will  continue 
until  the  provision  of  public  conveniences  on  main  highways  is  co-ordinated 
and  financed  at  higher  level, 

HOUSING. 

The  Council’s  problem  with  regard  to  the  demolition  and  closure 
of  unfit  premises  can  be  regarded  as  substantially  completed  although 
isolated  cases  will  continue  to  arise  from  time  to  time  as  obsolescent 
dwellings  increase  in  age, 

RENT  ACT.  1957. 

One  a.pplication  was  received  by  the  Council  for  cancellation  of 
a Certificate  of  Disrepair,  all  defects  listed  by  the  tenant  having  been 
remedied  by  the  owner. 

No  further  applications  for  Certificates  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  were  received  during  the  year. 
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SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELePxWT  ACT,  I960. 

Licences  in  respect  of  the  two  rarjor  sites  in  the  South  Word  were 
in  default  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  time  limit  of  twelve  months 
in  each  case  having  expired  in  1963. 

In  the  first  instance  ( a site  licensed  for  a maximum  of  fifty 
caravans)  some  further  progress  was  made,  albeit  slowlyj  delays  were  to 
some  extent  attributable  to  practical  difficulties  in  negotiating  drainage 
details  and  the  shortage  of  certain  materials. 

In  the  second  case  (a  site  licensed  for  a maximujn  of  eighty 
caravans)  the  situation  throughout  the  year  can  only  be  described  as  v^iolly 
unsatisfactory  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  licensing  authority  and 
the  caravan  dwellers.  Petitions  were  submitted  to  the  Council  both  by  the 
caravanners  and  the  local  residents  association. 

Legal  proceedings  in  the  latter  case  were  taken  for  the  second  time, 
a conviction  h’^ving  already  been  obtained  in  1963,  A fine  of  £100  was 
imposed  but  did  not  result  in  any  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  site. 

The  Council  resolved  to  make  a compulsory  purchase  order  but 
subsequently  deferred  implementation  to  allow  a new  pvir.chaser  a.  reasonable 
opportunity  to  comply  with  the  licence  conditions.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
no  ma.terial  progress  had  been  made  and  there  wa.s  no  real  indication  of  any 
likelihood  of  early  improvement, 

MQRTlilRY, 

Medium  term  improvements  to  the  existing  building  were  completed 
during  the  year.  These  included  the  provision  of  refrigeration  for  a 
maximum  of  six  bodies,  a portable  body  stacking  machine  and  internal 
alterations  to  provide  a viewing  room.  The  provision  of  a modern  autopsy 
table  was  deferred, 

Wliilst  this  building  cannot  be  regarded  a.s  ideally  sitmted,  the 
improvements  effected  remove  any  serious  objection  on  public  health  grounds. 

It  remained  the  longer  term  policy  of  the  Council  that,  when  the 
large  general  hospital  at  Frimley  is  constructed,  joint  mortuary  facilities 
serving  all  local  needs  would  be  incorporated.  The  desirability  of  such 
an  arrangement  has  already  been  agreed  inforraa.lly  between  the  Council  and 
Hospital  Group, 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  ArlD  R/.ILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

The  main  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  August,  1964 
but  employers  were  required  to  send  to  the  Local  Authority  a Notification  of 
Employment  (Form  OSR  l)  between  1st  i'fe.y  and  31st  July,  1964.  By  31st 
December,  1964>  250  such  notifications  had  been  received  in  the  following 
categories:

Accidents. 

Certa.in  accidents  occurring  in  promises  covered  by  the  Act  are 
required  to  be  notified  to  the  Local  Authority, 

During  I964,  two  such  notifications  were  received  both  involving 
the  same  employer  and  employee.  In  neither  case  was  the  accident  a serious 
one-  and  no  action  wa.s  necessary. 
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No  signif ico.nt  progross  could  be  mode  in  carrying  out  routine 
surveys  of  premises  to  which  the  let  applied  due  to  the  staffing  situation; 
visits  ma.de  were  limited  to  the  formalities  of  registration, 

PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  i-GTS,  1928  & 1936 « 

The  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  in  bulk  is  largely  accommodated 
in  underground  steel  tanks.  The  larger  co.pacity  tanlc  of  3 >000  gallons  is 
now  more  widely  used  in  substitution  of  the  smrLller  tanks  of  250  or  500 
gallon  capacity. 

Petroleum  based  spraying  mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  cabinets 
or  other  aneroved  fire  resisting  structures. 

During  the  yea,r  57  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit  including  petroleum  mixtures  which  represented  a total  of  51>120 
gallons  of  petroleum  spirit,  and  10,455  gallons  of  petroleum  mixtures.  All 
licence  holders  are  required  to  comply  with  Standard  Codb  of  Practice  a.dvised 
by  the  Horae  Office, 

The  Department  maintains  a.  clo'^e  liaison  with  the  Surrey  County 
Fire  Officers,  and  H,M,  Inspector  of  Factories  on  all  matters  pertaining 
to  this  branch  of  work, 

PUBLIC  HE/iLTH  (DR/i. INAGE  OF  TR.".DE  PREMISES)  ACT,  1937. 

A number  of  enquiries  have  been  made  by  manufacturing  concerns 
who  are  involved  with  the  problem  of  trade  effluent  disposal. 

The  Council  has  continued  to  grant  ’Consents’  for  the  acceptance 
of  trade  waste  subject  to  the  installation  of  plant  at  the  works  to  ensure 
adequate  treatment  of  the  effluent  prior  to  discharge  into  the  sewer. 

Although  charges  have  not  been  imposed,  at  the  present  time,  all  existing 
’Consents'  are  issued  conditionally  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1961. 

This  problem  involves  constant  observation  at  the  works  and  entails 
considerable  investigation  into  illegal  discharges  which  might  rapidly  damage 
filter  plant.  Similar  discharges  into  the  storm  water  drainage  system  are 
the  cause  of  much  minor  pollution  and  are  similarly  investigated.  Close 
liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Thames  Conservancy  in  these  matters. 


H/.CKiTEY  CARRL'.GES. 

Thirty-one  licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 

The  Coimcil  gave  further  consideration  to  the  introduction  of 
byelaws.  Consultations  with  British  Railways  and  the  Police  authorities 
have  taken  place  during  the  year.  The  proprietors  of  Haclmey  Carriage 
vehicles  were  also  appraised  of  the  Council’s  proposals  and  the  opinions 
of  the  trade  were  sought  and  made  to  the  Council  appertaining  to  the 
introduction  of  byelaws,
